Need the Kindergarten

and teachers. Those favor the kinder- 
garten insist that the kindergarten train- 
ing has much with the progress that 
child makes its schoolwork later on; 
those not favor persist saying that 
there difference whatsoever between 
the two children their schoolwork. This 
study was made determine the effect 
one year kindergarten training upon 
subsequent success measured pupils’ 
marks reading the elementary school. 


Practical Test 


This study based marks read- 
ing received 652 pupils enrolled the 
third grade the parochial schools the 
Diocese Cincinnati. Eight schools with 
kindergarten and eight schools without 
kindergarten were selected. Just half the 
total number 326 pupils had one year 
kindergarten training and 326 pupils had 
their first school training after entering 
the elementary school. 

The first step the study consisted 
giving the Illinois Mental Test the en- 
tire group insure equality intelligence. 
Then the New Stanford Reading Test was 
given. The scores were tabulated and the 
mean for each group was found. 


Kindergarten Improves Ability 


Table shows ability the 
kindergarten group reading, indicated 
the scores, significantly greater than 
that the nonkindergarten group. The 
mean for the kindergarten group 9.4 
higher than the mean for the nonkinder- 
garten group.

Further examination Table shows 
that the group with kindergarten training 
has three times the number high scores, 
considering high scores; and 
about one half the number low scores, 
those below found the nonkinder- 
garten group. other words such pupils 
with kindergarten training seem have 
fully two times the chance nonkinder- 
garten pupils being above average 
group consisting both types pupils 
and one half the likelihood making 
low marks. 

study similar this one was made 
Faye Risser, and Harry 
their study they used the first five elemen- 
tary grades Monticello and Union 
Township public schools, Monticello, Ind. 
For their basis investigation they exam- 
ined marks reading, writing, and arith- 
metic received 293 pupils enrolled 
the first five grades. was found that the 
mean for the pupils with kindergarten 
training was higher than the mean for 
pupils without kindergarten training, es- 
pecially reading; they also found that 
the ability the kindergarten group 
writing was superior the first and fourth 
grades, and inferior the second and fifth 
grades. all five grades the combined 
averages the three subjects are favor 
the pupils with kindergarten training. 
The pupils with extra training are points 
higher the first grade; 1.5 points higher 
the second grade; point higher 
the third grade; 2.7 points higher 
the fourth grade; and 4.8 points higher 
the fifth grade. They found that averages 
reading alone indicate that kindergarten 
training manifests itself not only the 
first grade, but also succeeding grades. 

Since both studies have about the same 
findings, safe conclude that the 
answer the question, kindergar- 
ten training affect late school achieve- 
ment?” quite favor pupils receiv- 
ing kindergarten training.

supplies the reason and the judgment 
most the material necessary for their 
normal development. The intellect would 
not profit very much conceiving the 
most sublime notions, the latter simply 
evaporated into early oblivion. science, 
whether speculative experimental, can 
erected the acquired conceptions and 
received impressions just pass out without 
leaving any trace. From this point view, 
must say with Quintilian that: “Edu- 
cation depends memory.” For teach- 
er, most important develop this 
faculty the child and make contribute 
the education all the other mental 
powers. 


Nature Memory 


The knowledge that acquire through 
experience and study, from the teach- 
ing somebody else, does not die out 
with the act producing it. Usually, sinks 
more less deeply into our imagination 
intellect, immaterial.

sensitive memory which recalls the im- 
pressions received the senses, and in- 
tellectual memory which registers and 
evokes spiritual conceptions.

Thus, the dog recognizes his mas- 
ter; herd cattle will recognize the 
usual stable pasture; the bees 
same hive and the ants same hill will 
recognize one another. This the type 
memory that appears first child 
whose brain very plastic, while will 
partially totally disappear when the 
brain has been worn out age cerebral 
diseases. 

Intellectual memory identical with 
the intellect itself, which acquired ideas 
are registered and preserved constitute 
capital knowledge that can used 
daily life. This intellectual memory de- 
pends the sensitive memory for 
foundation but differs from it, just 
the intellect differs from the senses. 
fact, these two memories not follow 
the same line progress. child be- 
tween six and ten years age, sensitive 
memory its climax power; then, 
inclined decrease gradually until 
dies out with the physical strength 
old age. the contrary, intellectual

Memory Child 


the memory child mostly sen- 
sitive, his knowledge will especially 
composed impressions and pictures sup- 
plied the senses, either through his 
spontaneous activity, through the work 
teacher. The intensity these im- 
pressions will depend the perfection 
his physical organism. 

Certain children have visual memory 
that remarkable. They remember accu- 
rately lines, colors, shapes, and positions. 
When they recite lesson learned 
heart, they visualize mentally the printed 
text; they know exactly the page and the 
position that text the page. These 
children easily remember the details 
picture map; they have practically 
photographed their brain. This keen 
visual memory precious for developing 
skill observation; helps develop 
habits neatness, clearness impres- 
sions, and precision thoughts that will 
derived from these pictures. 

Other children have better dispositions 
for auditive memory. They can register 
easily sounds, melodies, and even speeches 
that they could reproduce with deceiving 
fidelity. They can imitate perfectly 
particular accents teacher, ar- 
tist, preacher. They prefer read 
aloud the lesson they have learn. When 
they recite, they still seem listening 
interiorly the voice the teacher and 
repeat every word with the inflection and 
modulations heard. For them, expressive 
reading especially forceful and attrac- 
tive. The perusal poetical work with 
its meters, its rhymes, alliterations, and 
onomatopoeias, real treat them. This 
explains why they can learn poetry easier 
than prose. 

There are other kinds special mem- 
ories due the development certain 
faculties. For instance, some people will 
remember figures very accurately; others 
will marvelously recall exact places, his- 
torical dates, names people, etc. All 
these are sensible nature, depending

Training the Memory 


The first need intellectual memory 
order and harmony. Knowledge not 
mere heap accumulated notions, any 
more than splendid edifice pile 
material dumped one spot. The greatest 
enemy memory confusion. 

cultivate the memory pupils, the 
teacher should insist the natural order 
things. must bring out logical rela- 
tions cause and effect, principle and 
consequence, means and end, resem- 
blance and contrast, time, space, 
place. Thanks such association 
ideas, the memory can retain incredible 
quantity facts. Without this association, 
could not stand the strain much 
smaller task. confide memory only 
clear and well-ordained notions, their mul- 
tiplicity will never hindrance. This 
why outlines, summaries, graphics, dia- 
grams, synopses, etc. are valuable. They 
point out the essential link that connects 
the main ideas and organize them into 
system more intelligible the mind and 
easier memorize. 

Some advocate artificial mnemonic proc- 
esses. These are all types from simple 
alliteration burlesque versification. 
employ them too often would mis- 
take. The natural order association 
ideas lot more effective; forms the 
judgment and constitutes real knowledge. 
However, must admit that mnemonic 
practices times can render valuable 
services. then permissible use them, 
long they not deter the mind 
from work and reflection. 

Another principle consider that the 
strength and fidelity memory depend 
greatly the intensity the impression 
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that fixed souvenir our mind. all 
know how vivid the remembrance 
facts that have deeply moved like the 


death beloved mother, any other 


strong feeling. Emotion then impor- 
tant factor memory. Whatever speaks 
the heart learned fast and forgotten 
with difficulty. Besides, when something 
interests arouses our curiosity, when 
strikes our imagination, our mind 
drawn toward and apply ourselves 
energetically. Hence the necessity 
rendering our teaching attractive 
possible. And since all the intellectual 
ideas must first pass through the senses, 
the more senses are actively used per- 
ceive these ideas, the more chances 
have succeed.

Memory and Mathematics 

The study mathematics primarily re- 
quires reasoning. Nevertheless, the art 
calculating rapidly and accurately es- 
pecially question memory.

This study may rendered less dry and 
tedious different processes, but re- 
ance for the teacher and the pupil.

The better forward our desire, 
have asked His Excellency, the Viceroy, 
commend Your Reverence. our part 
petition you grant it; and sending 
these teachers and religious you may rest 
assured that shall accept them fathers 
and brothers, nor shall any way 
found wanting fulfilling the promises 
have made above. 


was under such favorable auguries 
that Jesuit educational history began. 
Within three months the personnel re- 
quested the municipality Messina 
was its way inaugurate the first 
Jesuit school for the education youth. 
Its classes convened April 24, 1548. 
second school was opened Sicily the 
following year, Palermo; and more 
schools were started the next six years 
eight European countries: Sicily, Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Germany, France, Bohe- 
mia, and Austria. the end years 
the schools numbered 150, and almost 
exactly years after the inauguration 
the first school Messina, the Jesuits 
were conducting 245 educational institu- 
tions, not alone Europe, but India, 
Japan, Cuba, Mexico, and the Philippines 
well. probable that history pro- 
vides similar instance such phe- 
nomenal educational expansion achieved 
single organization.

half these 245 schools had both second- 
ary and collegiate departments, and about 
them had besides university status. 
Nor were the enrollments these schools 
insignificant. Very few them had less 
than 500 students, considerable number 
had enrollments more than thousand, 
and some had nearly two thousand. 


International Superintendent 

But immediate academic problem at- 
tended the success these early educa- 
tional ventures. How could uniformly 
standards maintained many and 
such widely scattered schools? The prob- 
lem was solved temporarily the crea- 
tion the office superintendent 
Jesuit schools. This office was, seems, 
not only totally new departure edu- 
cational administration the time, but 
probably also unique character, inas- 
much was international scope and 
jurisdiction. For the function the super- 
intendent was travel from country 
country Europe, and visit the exist- 
ing Jesuit schools, organize and unify cur- 
riculums, adjust personnel problems, plan 
further expansion educational facilities, 
and deal with municipal, state, and eccle- 
siastical authorities. exaggeration 
say that was chiefly owing this 
office, and course the type men 
placed it, that the internal development 
the early Jesuit schools was able 
keep pace with their rapid extension. 

This does not mean that academic 
program was lacking. Rather means that 
the educational pattern framed Messina 
the model the Jesuits’ alma mater, 
the University Paris, was being tested 
practice and under supervision hun- 
dreds classrooms many different 
European centers. The ultimate aim was 
fashion comprehensive educational 
code. Essential principles had fixed 
permanently. Yet, since the code was pro- 
jected, not for Italy France Germany, 
but for all Jesuit schools all countries, 
sufficient flexibility was needed suit 
sharply contrasting national traits and 
round out the task. The men 
the time who undertook handed down 
Jesuits all times, and the great 
body educators, amazing example 
cooperation, self-criticism that was 
unsparing analysis weaknesses the 
standards and practices the Jesuit 
schools, and competent and prolonged 
educational testing and experimentation 
respect curriculum, administrative 
policies, and pedagogical 
The result was the publication the 
Ratio Atque Institutio Studiorum Socie- 
tatis Iesu, The Jesuit Code Liberal 
Education. was code because for- 
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mulated systematic body educational 
principles and practices shaped edu- 
cational philosophy; was code liberal 
education because the core its curricu- 
lum for undergraduate training was the 
liberal arts. Since 1599 this code has been 
the official guide manual Jesuit educa- 
tion. This fact has, course, provoked 
more than one thumping indictment from 
those who view tradition much use- 
less and encumbering baggage. Neverthe- 
less one may rightly claim certain value 
for sane conservatism education, for 
maintaining contact with the ages well 
with the age. For real development does 
not mean leaving things behind, 
road, but rather drawing life from them, 
from root. this sense that the 
original Jesuit code education has never 
been left behind. Three things 
ticular have remained it, from which 
life has been drawn and improvement 
achieved: philosophy, set educa- 
tional principles, and basic methodology. 


Growth Jesuit Schools 


When the revised Jesuit code was issued 
1599, there were 245 Jesuit schools. 
Statistics published stated intervals 
thereafter show that the number schools 
the end the first century, 1640, was 
approximately 500; and the end the 
second century, 700. Again 
noted that about half these schools had 
both secondary and collegiate departments, 
and the close the second century, 
addition the 700 schools for the educa- 
tion youth, the Jesuits were also con- 
ducting 175 normal schools for the train- 
ing their own teachers, and theological 
seminaries for the training ecclesiastical 
students. This was all probability the 
height Jesuit educational activity. 
1773, with the suppression the order, 
most the schools were either closed 
fell into other hands. The result was that 
when educational work was resumed 
1814, the order had most schools: 
five White Russia, four the Kingdom 
the Sicilies, one the United States 
(Georgetown), and few more France. 
The foundations had again laid, and 
the laborious task building taken 
anew. Nor were the auguries 1814 
favorable those 1548. Notwithstand- 
ing, the end 136 years, this the 
quadricentennial year, the Society Jesus 
conducting 436 schools, enrolling well 
over 140,000 pupils. 


Beginnings America 

Jesuit education the United States 
dates from 1789, the founding year 
Georgetown University. Next oldest St. 
Louis University, founded 1818. Two 
other schools, Spring Hill College, Ala- 
bama, and Xavier University, Cincinnati, 
have passed the century mark. Fordham 
commemorates its centennial 1941, and 
Holy Cross College 1943. Loyola Col- 
lege, Baltimore, and St. Joseph’s College, 
Philadelphia, date from 1852; and Santa 
Clara and San Francisco universities

The first contribution this: The 
Jesuits, like the English, have shown 
peculiarly resolute determination not 
capitulate the opposition; not give 
even when opponents have burned and 
pillaged their property, taken away their 
license teach corporate body, vili- 
fied their name, and misrepresented their 
purposes. London danger being 
destroyed: the Society Jesus had faced 
that danger many times during its life 
four hundred years. Once was destroyed; 
built itself again from almost noth- 
ing.

The second contribution was the mas- 
sive work carrying the light western 
learning into the farthest corners the 
world. History has graciously applauded 
this contribution, and has noted likewise 
that its effect was not only conversion 
Christianity missionary endeavor but 
also conversion civilization educa- 
tional enterprise. 

Thirdly, the Jesuits have given the 
example four hundred years dedica- 
tion “the drudgery unrelieved ped- 
agogy.” There cannot but something 
impressive the spectacle hosts men 
laboring year after year teach unnum- 
bered thousands ordinary people the 
ways knowledge and the knowledge 
God, while they themselves remained for 
the most part unknown, almost anonymous, 
and unmarked history. There have. been 
these Jesuit centuries brilliant men, in- 
tellectuals and scholars every age; but 
small portion their abilities was con- 
secrated the toilsome trade the teach- 
er, many the books they conceived 
written only the minds their pupils, 
and their achievements inscribed cor- 
porate rather than personal record.

The Catholic Church follows the organization its 
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called the district system. The parish the elementary 
school district. School districts public education “just 
growed.” There one aspect school district organization 
the public schools that has received great deal atten- 
tion the past decade that might possibly have some sig- 
nificance for Catholic education. the organization 
school districts with reference economic support and edu- 
cational opportunity. 

School districts have back them for economic support 
widely varying amounts for school support.

the oral reports may serve visit the 
saint. few apt quotations would have in- 
troduced the saint.

CONVERSING WITH SAINTS

How would St. Theresa conduct study club? 
How would her humor deal with self-impor- 
tant and annoying members?

Follow- 
ing this reminded the children about the 
rules regarding the mail. special delivery 
package cigars which the pupils had pre- 
pared their post office was given the post- 
master before left. congratulated the 
children the work they had done and 
the knowledge they had gained, which his 
mind was beyond that many adults.

system. the white parishes New 
Orleans, only five have parochial school 
attached, and only one the parishes 
for Negroes has none. 

New Orleans now has parochial and 
private elementary Catholic schools for 
whites and such schools for Negroes. 
There are parochial and private high 
schools for whites and two for Negroes. 
addition there are three orphanages, two 
colleges, and one university for whites, and 
white school for deaf-mutes, and for the 
Negroes two orphanages and one university. 
This makes total Catholic institutions 
learning all kinds the city. 

Latest Catholic school enrollment figures 
for the city show total 25,329 students 
the white schools, and 6705 those for 
Negroes, total 32,034 students. These 
pupils were taught 698 religious teachers 
and 136 lay teachers. For the entire arch- 
diocese, the latest enrollment records show 
42,894 students taught 1018 religious 
teachers and 179 lay teachers. The religious 
teachers belong religious orders 
women and five religious orders men. 

Two outstanding American Catholic uni- 
versities are located New Orleans.

Enrollment last fall 
was 2590 students. Xavier University, oper- 
ated Mother Drexel’s Sisters the 
Blessed Sacrament, the only Catholic uni- 
versity for Negroes this country. 

The Catholic educational system New 
Orleans holds high prestige the community 
and civic movements are ever undertaken 
without call for participation the Cath- 
olic schools. Most the schools are state 
accredited and the educational institutions 
higher learning are duly approved rating 
organizations. The teaching and educational 
standards are high and are not only rec- 
ognized, but also respected very generally.

Study Playground Surfacing 


the 1940 meeting the National Asso- 
ciation Public School Business Officials, 
Detroit, Mich., October the prob- 
lem playground surfacing was the subject 
extended report research committee 
five school-business managers, headed 
Mr. John Cate, Glendale, Calif. The 
committee pointed out that since large sums 
money are expended annually the con- 
struction and maintenance playgrounds, 
necessary that school administrators 
familiar with the merits and disadvantages 
the various types surfaces and surfacing 
materials available for their use. essen- 
tial that they understand the qualities desir- 
able playground surface. Although other 
factors such cost are important, 
obvious that the surface, satisfactory, must 
suitable and adapted the physical-educa- 
tion program proposed. The final judgment 
playground surface rests entirely the 
extent which meets this test. The fact 
that one surface provides all the desirable 
qualities probably makes the question play- 
ground surfacing troublesome and difficult 
problem.

The determination the types surfaces 
needed for the recognized playground activ- 
ities used various schools primarily 
problem the physical-education instruction 
staff. order learn the playground surfaces 
best adapted various activities, best suited 
the various grade levels, extensive cur- 
riculum research was made Prof. John La- 
Porte, the University Southern Cali- 
fornia, and this became the basis for the final 
recommendations the committee.

its study the committee found that the 
materials most common use include sand, 
gravel, and clay various combinations, turf, 
cinders, crushed stone, slag, loam, concrete, 
various types bituminous materials, and 
number special patented surfaces. The sur- 
faces, addition natural earth, have been 
grouped into six general classifications 
committee the National Recreation Asso- 
ciation under the following headings: (1) turf, 
(2) sand clay, (3) crushed stone, (4) bi- 
tuminous surfaces, (5) concrete, (6) special 
patented materials. 

The data secured from various sections 
the country indicated the following percentages 
surfaces use: natural earth, per cent; 
turf, per cent; sand clay, per cent; 
crushed stone, per cent; bituminous surfaces, 
per cent; Portland cement concrete, per 
cent; miscellaneous surfaces. including saw- 
dust, stabilized soils, and antidust treatments, 
per cent. 


The determination the best surfaces 
combination surfaces for use under the 
climatic conditions the individual districts 
necessitates the understanding the various 
factors the uses the surfaces. The 
type activity conducted must, 
course, given first consideration. The loca- 
tion and size the areas surfaced, the 
extent the playing season, local tastes, 
habits, and traditions are all factors involved 
the decision. 

Another factor increasing importance 
the suitability floodlighting for night play, 
there undoubtedly growing tendency 
for continuing the use school playgrounds 
outside for general public 
recreational centers. While this factor has not 
assumed any great importance yet, some 
attention should given the light absorp- 
tive power the surface, effect glare, and 
reflective power. 


Desirable Qualities Play Surfaces 


The following elements are generally con- 
sidered important any good playground sur- 
face: cost, durability, resilience, nonabrasive- 
ness, firmness, freedom from dust, cleanliness, 
smoothness, good drainage, utility, and good 
appearance. 

The committee, its study, determined 
that the following problems are further 
considered: number injuries; freedom 
from dust; softening and heat absorption 
during hot weather; effect play activities; 
effect students’ shows; effect students’ 
clothing; and effect students’ athletic 
equipment. 

The properties which are possessed any 
surfacing may assigned relative values 
the basis the which each partic- 
ular surface factor desired. Using the factor 
for ideal surface, was found the 
committee that the surfaces use have the 
following rating: bituminous, 27; concrete, 
39; turf, 40; sand clay, 47; natural earth, 56; 
crushed rock, 64. 


Relative Cost Surfaces
